alligator Hurtig season 


Governor Bob Riley 
announced this week . that 
hunters interested in participat- 
ing in Alabama’s first-ever regu- 
lated ‘alligator hunting season 
can begin applying online: this 
Thursday, June 15, at 8:00 a.m. 
Applications. will be taken ‘at 
www.outdooralabama.com from 
then until August 7 at 7:00 a.m. 

Fifty hunters will be randomly 
chosen by computer for. an 
Alligator Possession Tag. The 
cost to apply is $6.00 and indi- 
viduals may register only once. 

Only Alabama residents age 
16 years or older may apply for 
an Alligator Possession Tag, and 
only licensed hunters may apply 
for the hunt. Alabama residents 
who do not possess a 2005-06 
hunting license must purchase a 
2006-07. license on or after 
August Ist and then apply 
online for the hunt. 

Permits are non-transferable. 
All successful applicants must 
complete the Alligator Training 
Course provided by Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries Division 
staff. The course. will be held 
twice on August 18 in Spanish 
Fort. Drawn applicants will be 
eligible for an Alligator 
Possession Tag upon completion 
of the course. 

Each person receiving .an 
Alligator Possession Tag will be 
allowed to harvest one alligator 
six feet in length or longer. The 
hunt will take place at night, 
from 8:00 p.m. until 6:00 a.m, 
All Alabama hunting and boat- 
ing regulations must be fol- 
lowed.

All of the potentia 
contaminants sited in our study area were rate as low, The assessment has been performed, public notification has been completed, and the plan has been approved by ADEM. A copy, of the report is available in our office for review 
during normal business hours, or you may purchase a copy upon request for a nominal reproduction fee.

We have learned through our mon- 
itoring and.testing that some constituents have been detect- 
ed. The EPA has determined that, your water IS SAFE at 
these levels. 


Variances/ Waivers 

Based on a study. conducted by ADEM with the Approval of 
the EPA a statewide waiver for the monitoring of abestos 
and dioxin was issued. Thus monitoring:for these contami- 
nants was not required. 

The sources of drinking water (both tap and bottled. water) 
include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and

New law changes adoption requirements 


at Elba Animal Shelter beginning July 1st’

Elba’s animal control officer, 
George Homyak, enjoys work- 
ing to find adoptive homes for 
the the dogs brought to his shel- 
ter, but he fears an upcoming 
change might make it harder to 
find people willing to adopt. 

A new law relating to the ster- 
ilization of dogs and cats was 
passed by the state legislature 
and signed by the governor ear- 
lier this'year. It takes effect July 
lst and will have a direct impact 
on the adoptive process from the 
Elba Animal Shelter. 

“I have mixed emotions,” 
Homyak said. 

Basically, the law. requires 
that any dog adopted from the 
animal shelter has to be: steril- 
ized within ‘30-days after the 
adoption. If the dog isa puppy, 
Homyak said the owner has up

to. 30-days after the animal 
reaches the age of sexual matu- 
rity (approximately 180 days 
after birth). 

This law also includes cats, 
but Homyak said the Elba ani- 
mal shelter does not handle 
adoptions for cats. 

Homyak. said the person 
acquiring the animal will sign a 
written agreement guarantecing 
sterilization will be performed 
by a licensed veterinarian within 
30-days after the acquisition or 
30 days of sexual maturity, All 
costs of the sterilization will be 
the responsibility of the person 
acquiring the animal, and the 
person will present a signed 
statement from the licensed vet- 
erinarian indicating the proce- 
dure has been completed. 

Failure to comply with this 
act could lead to a misdemeanor 
ae and upon ee the 
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Elba’s animal control officer George ‘Homyak re remains Sherimit: 
ted to his'department’s adoption program. While he worries about 
the effects of the new law on the program, Homyak said he will'con- 
tinue to work to find adoptive homes for the animals. He also 
encourages those interested in adopting to do so before July Ist. As 
of Monday, June 19, there were just over 30 dogs and/or puppies 
available for adoption at the Elba animal control shelter,

“After a busi- 
ness has held unclaimed proper- 
ty for a number of years set by 
law, they turn it over to the state 
treasury and we hold it until 
individuals come forward to

person shall be subject to a fine 
of a minimum of $50 and not to 
exceed a fine of $200. 

According to Homyak, there 
is, however, an exception to the 
rule. He said the requirements of 
the act do not apply to any pri- 
vately owned animal in posses- 
sion of the shelter. In other 
words, he said an animal picked 
up in town because the owner is 
not following the local leash law 
will not be subject to the new 
sterilization law. 

When the owner comes to 
retrieve his/her dog, Homyak 
said evidence of. prior owner- 
ship. should be presented to 
exempt the owner from the new 
law. However, he reminds own- 
ers there is, according to the 
leash law requirements, a $25 
fine to retrieve the animal from 
the ‘shelter. To. avoid being 
picked up by the animal control 
officer, owners within the city 
limits: should keep their dog 
either fenced in or on a chain of 
atleast 10 feet:

Firefighters ask citizens to use caution 


While it is no secret the weath 
er has created dry conditions for 
the area, Jordan said many 
woods and grass fires are caused 
because citizens do not stop and 
think about the situation before 
they act. For example, he said 
many beside-the-road grass fires 
are started accidentally after a 
motorist throws Out a Cigarette or 
other smoking product. 

Jordan also said the dry condi- 
tions make it hard to control trash 
or yard burning, and it is very 
easy under such conditions for 
the fire to get out of control 

Taking these things into con- 
sideration, he said the best way 
to keep from causing a fire dur- 
ing dry conditions is simply not 
to burn and be cautious when 
using any fire producing item 

In case of fire, Jordan also said 
citizens should not hesitate to 
call the fire department for help 
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
